The San Francisco Chronicle Bays: 
Senator Stewart's bill to substitute for 


coinage a system ol gold and silver cer- 
tificates against deposits of bullion held 
by the Government, has no chance of 
passing the present Congress, because it 
pats silver on the same fooling as gold, 
permitting its depoeit, at a fixed ratio, 
on «actly the same terms as gold. 
It 


must not be confounded with the plan 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, which 
is merely a bold subterfuge to prevent 
the coinage of additional silver dollars 
with the -view of restricting the amount 
of silver certificates based upon them 
which may be put in circulation, thus 
playing into the hand of the gold bugs. 


There is every reason for the accept- 


ance of Stewart's plan. It would save 
tha cost of coinage and abrasion, if it is 
assumed that the silver dollar will go 
into circulation, which is not desirable 
and not probable if free play is given to 
the demand for certificates of a small 
denomination. So long as the prejudice 
in favor of a money with intrinsic value 
exuts, which demands either the coin or 
an assurance that its representative will 
bo promptly paid in metal, some plan 
should be devised winch will save the 
public the inconvenience of carrying the 
inetals and uselessly weaiiug them out. 


It i» hardly necess.uy to point out the 


chief advantage to bo pained by putting 
silver and gold ou an eqn il footing. 
The clanger of an unstable standard n 
largely diminished by such a plan. A 
Mtriot adherence to it would prevent the 
folly which cook the shape of trying to 
ilernonatize gold, whsu the Uisuovouos 
in California and Australia naado thi.t 
juetal BO abundant ns to ihrouton to 
cheapen its value, and the later efforts 
of the Germans mid the English to 
demonetize silver. Both efior's proceed 
from the desire of the creditor cluss to 
enhance the value of the metal in whicb 
they are to be paid, and tho theorists 
Risist their schemes by affecting to be- 
lieve that what can only bo a temporary 
plenty will prove iycontinuous plethora.

WASHINGTON, December 18.—Presi- 


dent Cleveland is straddling (he tariff 
question. A Democratic member of 
Congress who represents a tariff pro- 
tection district went to him yesterday 
and pointed out wby he could not vote 
for the radical reforms recommended in 
the message to Congress. He could not 
he said, vote for free wool. The Presi- 
dent was a good deal exercised at the 
interpretation made of his language, 
and taking oat bis message informed 
the member that there wns nothing in 
it which contemplated a free wool or 
free anything else; that only "tariff re- 
form" was intended and that nothing 
very radical was expected. The Presi- 
dent said that he had been almost 
forced by tho people in New York to 
write the message he sent to Congress, 
and that if Congress would pass any 
kind of a tariff bill it would satisfy him. 
The member was very much astonished 
at tho President's apologies and explan- 
ations. 


A special to the Commercial Bulletin 


says that the Tariff bill, upon which 
the Administration, or the Catlisle party 
in the House will base its efforts, con- 
templates a reduction of $62,000,000 of 
revenue on the basis of last year's im- 
portations, and thiit of this amount 
$uO,000,000 is to come from reductions 
of duties, chiefly on manufactures, and 
$12,000,000 from adding wool, salt, lum- 
ber, coal, vegetable fibers, etc., to the 
free list,
